Radar will do the cooking as 
well as navigation aboard the 
world’s first nuclear powered 
merchant ship, sailing on her 
maiden voyage this summer. 

Besides guiding the 22,000-ton

Operated for the U.S, Maritime 
Administration by States Marine 
Lines, Inc., N.S. Savannah will be 
speed-cooking its meals in Ray- 
theon Company’s Radarange Mi- 
crowave oven. 

Chief Stewart Lawrence T. 
Dooner said the galley will serve 


| its 170 passengers and crew from

**To best serve these passen- 
| gers, many of them gourmet,’

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‘EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Weed Out The Chaff 


Another ingredient appears to have been thrown into 
the Urban Renewal picture - the capital expenditure plan. 
The town is having this study done, quite apart from 
Urban Renewal, and separately, too, from the Planning 
Board’s study of the Urban Renewal area and surrounding 


territory. 


The capital expenditure plan will contain predicted 
tax rates, based on adoption of the proposed Urban 
Renewal plan; alternately, there will be a prediction 
based on non-adoption. Industrial growth, and non-indus- 
trial growth, will be figured in also. 


The plan will, further, give an expert opinion as to 
when the town hall and fire station will have to be built, 
assuming there is no Urban Renewal program at all. 


These predictions and expert recommendations will 
certainly have a bearing on the voters’ outlook, when 
they come to act on Urban Renewal, even though the plan 
is not being prepared for that purpose. It was contem- 
plated and begun as a project apart from others in the 


town. 


Indeed, it is obvious that the voters will be faced with 
an abundance of material - plans, recommendations, pre- 
dictions of all kinds, from many sources. Some of the 


material will overlap, some will be contrary or confusing. 

It is hoped that out of this wealth of data and opinion, 
it will be possible to weed out the prejudiced or the 
inconsequential, and come up with a well-rounded picture 
of what the town can expect if Urban Renewal is, or is 
not, adopted. Only-then can fair action be taken. 


Never So Important 


The September primary will be interesting - possibly 


enough so to catch the imagination of some voters who 
usually do not take part in primaries. 
This, we trust, will be the case. Because as is always 


true, selection of good candidates depends on primary 


participation. 


In September, both Republicans and Democrats will 
have an opportunity to select candidates for several 
offices; and the undeclared voters will be left out in the 
cold if they do not vote in this primary. They will have 
no room to grumble and complain about the calibre of the 
nominees, if they do not take part in the selection. 

Strangely enough, even as it becomes more imperative 
for all of us to take part in this selection process, the 
number of so-called independent voters grows. It should 


be stressed, over and over, 


that there is nothing wrong 


about declaring a party preference at primary time; the 


voter can remove the party 


affiliation from the lists, 


simply by calling at the town clerk’s office. 


At a time when our state 


is at the bottom of the 


popularity lists, because of the exposures of corruption 
and disregard for the taxpayers’ dollars, we should all 
make it our personal business to select candidates of 
unimpeachable honesty and ability. This can only be 


done in the primary. 


When the Supreme Court an- 
nounced its decision in the case 
of Engle V. Vitale June 25, it 
started a chain reaction which 
might well result in a Twenty- 
Fourth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution. 

The Engle-Vitale ruling, of 
course, holds unconstitutional the 
use in the opening exercises of 
the New York schools of a non= 
denominational prayer. The Court 
held that neither the fact that the 
prayer was denominationally 
neutral nor that student partici- 
pation was voluntary could save it 
from the First Amendment’s banon 
the establishment of religion. 

Justice Stewart, the lone dis- 
senter, declared, **Withall respect 
I think the Court has misapplied

‘*Multiple use of forests’? may| 
be the ultimate solution to a new 
and serious problem: a tremen- 
dously expnading population in an 
unchanging land mass, says the 
New England.Council. 

Forests, in addition to growing 
trees, can furnish outdoor sure 
cease from life’s labors. Rundown 
farmsteads make attractive 
summer homes for city families. 

Agricultural land accessible to 
new highways may lend itself to} 
industrial development: Some 
abandoned famrns and upland pas- 
tures can be re-established as} 
commercial forests. 


In many instances the same tract} 
of land can be used for two or} 
more purposes, if not simultane} 
eously, then sequentially over the} 
seasons of the year, or perhaps, 
from year to year. 

To discover opportunities for) 
multiple purpose use of forests} 
and other natural resources mare} 
shals the very best of traditional 
Yankee ingenuity - the ability to| 
make do with what one has at 
hand 

That there will be increasing 
pressure on land seems inevitalbe. | 
Population is increasing rapisly, 
in this country and in most other 
countries as well, while land area, | 
of course, remains the same with 
few exceptions because of drainage 
and reservoirs. 

That is the reason The New 
England Council is taking a long 
look at a plan calling for the taking 
over of a quarter million acres | 
for the establishment of a National 
Park in Maine’s Allagash Forest | 


| country. It is a plan that would 


oust loggers of many lumber 
companies as a protective device 
for campers and tourists and would 
have an adverse effect on many 
dependent industires and commun- 


| ities. 


The Allagash country, made up 
the drainage basin of the 
Allagash River in the northern 
part of the state, contains few | 
people but an abundance of vitally | 
needed lumber. 
It is generally felt that the 
Allagash Forest country should be | 
left in the hands of private owner- 
ship, with owners sponsoring more 

recreational developments. 

This situation goes to the heart | 
of a major problem confronting 
every community in all six states | 
of the region: how to plan for 
more people with less natural 
resource facilities.
